"T ests at high speed where tires were 
intentionally blown out on a front wheel showed th at only a slight 
turn of the wheel was required to correct sw erving tendency.

"M ounted in connection with direct-actiou, low-pressure shock ab­ 
sorbers of the airplane type, the coil springs are set behind the rear 
axle, thereby increasing the spring-base tive inches. 
Replacing heavy, 
inultiple-leof springs w ith their covers, shackles and bolts, the coil 
springs save 116 pounds unsprung weight in the Special series and 
correspondingly more in cite heavier models. 
“Elim inating more than 800 square inches of frictional area of 
the leaf springs, the coil type requires no lubrication, thereby saving 
this attention to the springs them selves and at the usual eight liangat 
points."

This new engine deevlopm ent. exclusive

From Income Tax

Bids for the improvement of two 
sections of Highway 99, between Red 
lands and Beaumont, will be opened 
Oct. 2S in Los Angeles, Dist. State 
Highway Engineer E. Q. Sullivan an­ 
nounced at San Bernardino. 


The project, for which $75,000 has 
been budgeted, is a continuation of 
the program designed to eliminate 
dangerous curves and to cut down 
hills. 
* 


The work will cover 2.4 m iles in 
the six-mile portion of the highway 
northwest of Beaumont. 


One of the 
major 
improvements 
called for is the realignment of the 
highway across the east fork of San 
Tim oteo creek. A bad dip exists here, 
Sullivan said, 
where 
winter 
flood 
waters often overilow the highway, 
depositing thick sand beds. 
During the floods last winter this 
lowland 
was 
som etimes 
hazardous 
because of deep water and mud. 
A 
large concrete culvert will be install­ 
ed at this point to divert high waters. 
A sharp curve near by will be re­ 
moved. 
Ten other excessively sharp dips in 
the 2.4-mile section will be modified 
and the new surface paved with plant 
mix material. 
It is estim ated 
that 
70,000 cubic 
yards 
of 
roadway 
excavation, 400 
cubic yards of concrete for culverts 
and 6400 tons of plant mix surfacing 
will be required for the job, Sullivan 
said. 
Another biennium will be required, 
Sullivan said, to complete the pro­ 
gram of improvement work between 
Beaumont and Redlands.
